Mal Hereas by Our Prerogative Royall, and by the Lawes and 5 2 1 


Gi Ve = tatutes ot this Realm, We have juſt right to habe Our Debts 3

g ever, and are reſolved to uphold and maintain; But Our inten⸗ : 
un never was tocommunicate the lame to the oppreſionofOur | 
loving Subjects : Having by ſundzy complaints of dibersOur 85 | 
. in Our Courts ol Juſtice been inkoꝛmed, that divers and ſundzy perſons EE. 
Having of late time gotten to be either Farmours oꝛ intereſſed in Our Farms, oz Receivers, | 
Collectozs, Bailiſfes, oz their Deputies, of ſome part of Our Revenue, Have by colour ” 
thereofmadeuſe ol PurPzerogative, to the greatoppzeſſion and wzongofOur Subjects, 
by divers indirect andunjuſtifiable courſes : And that ſundzy others who are neither Our 
Farmours, Collectozs, noz Receivers, noz otherwiſe juſtly indebted to Us, have ſometimes 
without the pꝛibitie, and ſometimes by the connibence and aſſiſtanceof Our Farmours and 
Receivers, and ſome Miniſters oꝛ Clarksin Our Courts of Revenue and others, made 
BVonds oꝛ other Aſſurances unto Us, ozunto other Our Officers 0z Miniſters, as if they 
Were really Our Debtozs; And under colour thereof have ſued foz their Debts in Our 
Name, to the abule ot Our Subjects: And ſometimes ailo perſons who have been Fined 
in Our Courts of Star Chamber, High-Commiſſion,, and other Courts in ſome multts oz 
ſums, have unduly made ule thereof foz the retovering of their own Debts: Anddivers OPEN 
others have by lundzy crafty and indirect courſesabuſed Ourlaid juſt Pꝛerogattpe, to the BED | 
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great oppꝛeſſion of Pur Subjects, contrary to Our gracious pleaſureand royall intention; 
and without Our knowledge, notwithſtanding foꝛmer complaints in Parliament, andthe 
. Paincelycareof Our late Ropall Father ol bleſſed memoꝛy, and Our ſelf to pꝛobide toꝛ the 
ſuppzeſſion of theſe and the like ebils, all which have been eluded and made 2 bythe 
ſubtill pꝛattiſes of ſundzy perſons foz their own pꝛibate lutre and gain. 
We therefoze out of Our gratious affection to Our Subjects, being ſenſible of the great 
pꝛeſumption of ſuch offenders offered to Us in abuſing Our Royall Pꝛerogatibe, and under 
colour thereof wzongingand oppꝛelſſing Our Hubjetts, And graciouſly reſolving with Our 
ſelf, not onely to pzebent allſuch abuſes koꝛ the future, but to bztngthe offenders to tondigne 


Our oppzelled Subjects have ſatisfaction foꝛ the wꝛongs done unto them, Do by the ad- 
vice of Our Pie Councell hereby declare Our Royall will and pleaſure to be, And do 


ſtraitly charge and command, That none of Our Farmours , Recelvers, Balliffes, At⸗ 
tountants, oꝛ other Piniſtersof Our Revenue, oztheir oz anyof their deputtes, o any other 


perion whatſoever, do hereafter pzeſume to put in pꝛattile anyof the laid oz the like indirett 
and unwarrantable courſes , upon pain of Our high and heavy diſpleaſure , and to be pꝛo⸗ 
teeded againſt and puniſhed in an exemplary way of Juſtice foz the tontempt ok Our Nopall 

Commands herein, and koꝛ their great pꝛelumption in ſo abuling Our juſt and Nopall Pꝛe⸗ 
rogatibe. Of which Our Royall will and pleaſure and gratious intention to Our loving 
Subjects, We hereby command Our Barons ot Our Court of Exchequer, and all other 
the Judges, Officers, and Miniſters whatſoever, of Our ſeverall Courts ot Juſtice to take 
notice. And to the end and purpoſe that ſuch of Our loving Subjects as have been any 
wayes troubled, moleſted, oppzeſſed, oz damutfied, by reaſon of ſuch oz any the like abules, 
under colour oz pꝛetext of Our faid Pꝛerogatibe, oz have been Hindzed in recovering ſuch 


Debtsas weredueuntothem, may receive jult ſatisfaction and reparation fo: the wꝛongs 
by them any way ſuſtained; And that all ſuch perſonsas have offended, as afozeſaid, may 


havecondigne and exemplary puniſhment, we are graciouſly pleaſed that any of Our lo⸗ 
bing Subjects grieved , may freely addzeſle their Complaints to Our Pzibie Countell, 
where they ſhall be heard, and luch oꝛder therein taken koꝛ their reltef as ſhall be agreeable 
to Juſtite and equitte,
